There were sold on Thursday and last 
evenings, after an exhibition of some 
days at the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries, 
and under the management of Mr. Wil- 
liam Clausen, 131 oils and 17 water- 
colors, by the late Peter Edward Ru- 
dell, with three sketches by H. Fort, 
Diaz and Troyon, respectively, owned 
by the artist. Rudell, who was by birth 
a Canadian of mixed German and Ca- 
nadian English parentage, had the all- 
too-common life story of a youth of 
hardship and of struggle to carry out his 
artistic tastes, and the success which had 
only begun to be «success, of later years, 
when all too young, death claimed him. 
He was a pupil of William Hart, and 
later of the great Wyant, and by a for- 
tunate chance at one period of his life, 
was enabled to study abroad, where he 
was chiefly influenced by the Barbizon 
masters. He died at Plainfield, N. J., 
only in 1899. The prices obtained at 
the sale were far too low for the un- 
usually good pictures shown. The ex- 
hibition proved, to the surprise of many 
art lovers, the remarkable versatility of 
the painter. While the influence of 
Wyant is most observable in his work, 
there are suggestions in some of his can- 
ases of Diaz, Daubigny, and even of 
‘azin. His landscapes abound in senti- 
ment, delicate, or deep and rich color, 
and good tonal quality. Were his name 
one of more repute they would have sold 
for ten times the amount they brought.

lor the second time, the artists of New 
(Orleans, says the New Orleans “Town 
Talk,” through their Art Association 
have given an exhibition of their best 
work to the outside world. In the year 
that has passed since their last exhibit, 
the association has grown and its work 
bettered, until it is a worthy representa- 
tive of the artistic instincts the 
Latin capital on the American con- 
tinent., 

It must not be forgotten that the true 
art of New Orleans is concentrated about 
time—the Carnival—and that the Car- 
nival pageants form the truest and are 
the most widely received and venerated 
expression of the artistic nature of New 
Orleans. In their medium—papier mache 
—they are unsurpassable and unequalled 
anywhere in the world. The artists who 
design and construct these floats hold a 
unique position. 

Among the exhibits there are many 
pictures by artists of other cities and of 
world-wide fame; yet it is pleasant to 
see that local artists receive the highest 
honors and are well able to sustain their 
premiership. Amone the works of Low 
ell Orson, Edward Redfield, Harry Fenn, 
and others of more or less. international 
repute, the works of Mayfield, the Wood 
wards and many of the minor artists of 
New Orleans more than: hold their own. 

There is one striking characteristic of 
the work of these local artists that marks 
it as of a school separate and distinct, 
worthy of the name and class of the New 
(Orleans school. It is a certain vivid bril 
liance, a striking and at times almost 
barbaric brightness of color, that places 
all or nearly all the works of local artists 
in decided contrast to the rather vague 
and misty atmosphere of the foreign 
painters, 

By William Woodward it was that the 
artistic value of New (Orleans scenery 
first came to be fully appreciated by the 
world at large. In this present collec 
tion, he has a view of the French Opera 
House, a view up Chartres Street from 
Lafitte’s old shop, taking in a distant! 
suggestion of the Cathedral; and a paste! 
of an antique dealer, all with the rich col- 
oring and soft tone-blenders of the Vieux 
Zurre brought out to perfection. B. A 
Wikstrom indulges in foreign views, all 
characterized by more or less of a wide 
sweeping treatment, with the same vivir.

Huger; John Pemberton, with quaintly 
treated negro studies; Gertrude Smith, 
whose impressionistic work is effective 
at a distance, presenting views of the 
marshes in various phases that bring out 
the marvelous wealth of color of those 
desolate expanses; and latrick West- 
feldt, whose woods and landscape scencs 
are rather vaguely and generally treated. 
\Mavtield’s “Opal Evening,” smong. the 
water-colors, a view up alony the levee 
from the bend at Jackson Square, is an 
other excellent treatment of what might 
be thought an unartistic subject.
